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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art 
has been found or presented that either teaches or fairly suggests the process for 
curing an active single phase water compatible actinic radiation-curable composition, 
comprising irradiating a water compatible non emulsion, non dispersing compound, 
water, and a maleimide derivative of the formula shown and claimed herein. The 
reference to Sakurai et al teaches the irradiation of a maleimide compound to cure in 
the absence of a photoinitiator that may be identical to that set out and claimed herein. 
However, the reference fails to teach or adequately suggest the employment of a water 
compatible non-emulsion, non-dispersing compound as required in the instant claims. 
As such, the reference is not deemed to present a bar to the patentability of the instant 
claims. A copy of this document will NOT be supplied with this Office Action. Since there 
are no other outstanding issues with regard to the clarity or enablement of the instant 
claims, these claims are deemed to contain allowable subject matter.
